pital, everybody and thing is strangely 
different from the outer woild. Htin- 
dreds of silent, striped suited convicts 
bending over their workbenches, walk- 
ing about the yard with arms folded or 
marching in lockstep with eyes averted, 
surround the visitor on every side. 


There is a peculiar odor bora both by 


the prison apartments and by the prison 
inmates which is as marked and dis- 
tinctive as the odor of the hospital or of 
the steerage. It tells of a life of torpid- 
ity, barren of sunshine and of change. 
It tells of utensils and cells made stale 
and foul with constant usage in spite of 
endless scrubbing and rinsing. 
The 


prison is one great hive of yellow, close 
cropped, hangdog looking humanity, 
speaking to their keepers or to their 
companion laborers at rare intervals and 
in subdued tones, but possessed of some 
secret freemasonry and means of com- 
mtuiication with one another and with 
the outside world that baffles the most 
rigid discipline and searching inquisi- 
tion. 


The thing that strikes the visitor from 


the outer world most is the apparent 
weakness of the governing power. A 
hundred convicts armed with knives two 
feet long and sharp as razors are cutting 
out great piles of clothing in a room 
guarded by half a dozen apparently un> 
armed keepers. Another company of 
surly malefactors are plying the hammer 
and chisel iu a .stone yard, mingling with 
a handful of guards whose skulls could 
be »pht in five seconds after the giving of 
a preconcerted signal. It is the vast but 
ui'boeii sluiubenna; power of the state 
thai holils them; tho knowledge of the 
kcun sighted, won nerved marksmen on 
the outer walls, whose repeating riflea 
cariy seventeen lives apiece, and the 
hopelessness of flight to a woild where 
every man's hand woold be against them, 
and even tempoiary MICCB&S could only 
end in death or lenglhoued punishment 


Principal Keeper C'oTinanghton, of Sin i; 


Sing prison, has spoilt .seventeen years of 
hia life among convicts and never car- 
ried a pistol. Dozens ot limes he has 
been assaulted b> desperate convicts, but 
his brawny aim and heavy stick have 
carried him through safely. 


"What was the narrowest escape you 


ever had?" a wondering visitor asked him 
once. 


"When a follow jumped on me with a 


knife as 1 was sitting in my office," said 
the keeper. 


"What did you do?" 
"Sent him to the hospital when I fin- 


ished," waa the laconic but expressive 
answer. 


"They have no heart," continued this 


steely eyed convict driver with the 
square, massive jaw. 
"In the days 


when we worked them in the quarries 1 
have seen three hundred of them break 
away in a body arid go running- down 
through the yard to the railway track. 
Only two guards with Winchesters 
stood between this rushing mob and 
freedom. The first three shots dropped 
the first three convicts, and the rest 
turned and ran for their lives back to 
quarters." 


Among the curiosities of every prison 


ars the famous convicts, notorious mui- 
derers, fallen bank presidents, clever 
swindlers and romantic desperadoes of 
every type. The oldest prisoner is also 
trotted ont for inspection by the spe- 
cially favored; some old, white haired, 
pale faced man, who for twoscore years 
perhaps has not looked beyond the 
prison walls, stands blinking before the 
visitors. When he left the world the 
civil war was nnfought, France was an 
empire, Germany a mass of disorgan- 
ized states. Outside tho shining river 
still draws its water from the purple 
hill, and busy life flows on, but all is 
dead to him. 


As the visitor stands in the little 


green courtyard at sundown and sees 
company after company of sickly look- 
ing prisoners issue from shops and store- 
rooms and wind around the walks like 
so many huge centipeds, with the un- 
dulations of the lockstep, each man 
with a slop pail on his arm and a loaf of 
bread in his hand; as he views them dis- 
appearing into the cryptlike dining 
room, whose floor is wet with tho slops 
from a thousand tin coffee cups, or 
watches them filing into the tier after 
tier of galleries that lead to their nar- 
row, stuffy little cells where the night 
is passed under lock and key; as he 
comes through the low arched entrance 
on his way to freedom and catches a 
glimpse of the waiting room, where a 
prisoner stands with a look of agony in 
his dull face beside the sob shaken form 
of a visiting sister or mother; as he 
hears tho great iron gate shut with a 
harsh, jangling sound behind him and 
slowly shakes off the horror and dis- 
grace that steep the very atmosphere of 
the place, he realizes as be never did be- 
fore that the way of the transgressor is 
hard.—New York Tribune.

Governor R. K. Colcord, to the Legisla- 
ture is published.

Twenty-elfiht amendments to the State 


Constitution were proposed at the Fif- 
teenth session of the Legislature, and 
were agreed to by a majority of eacli 
bouse. The Constitution 
requires the 


publication of these amendments, b. t it 
does not prescribe how or by whom they 
shall be published. After careful inves- 
tigation of the laws appertaining to the 
question, the message says it can be 
safely said that no statute exists provid 
ing manner or means for publishing tuost 
amendments. Therd" aru laws providing 
for their publication and general dis- 
tribution in the statutes issued and dis- 
tributed immediately after the close of 
the session. These laws were complied 
with aud the proposed amendments will 
be found published in full in the Stat- 
utes of 1891. 
The Constitution requires 


that the Amendments shall be published 
in full tlueo months next preceding the 
choosing of the Legislature by which 
they are to be finally passed upon and 
whose dutj it is to submit them to the 
people lor 
ratification 
or 
rejection. 


These twenty-eight amendments were 
published us stated in the Statutes ot 
1891, many months before the election of 
the present L(gis!ature and the question 
is: " Is this a sufficient puUlication and 
a c'lropl.anoe willi the provisions of the 
Constitution?" Eminent lawyers disa- 
gree ou that po'ot, but thn Governor is 
of tho ouiuicu that it is, and it-is for trie 
Legislature to determine what disposi- 
tion to muke of the amendments. 


The Governor says ho called upon 


Attorney General Turrcyson for his opin- 
ion on this important qnestioo nnd sub- 
mitted to him the following questions: 


Is there any law, constitutional or stat- 


utory, which provides for the publica 
tion of proposed amendments to the 
Constitution at any time before finally 
acted upon by the Lcgislatuie and sub- 
mitted to the people for adoption?

bo published without the payment of 
money, or at least incurring the obliga- 
tion to p.'iy.

Under the 
operation of this law there h>ive been 
sent to the State Prison during the past 
two years nineteen convicts, nearly all ot 
whom are Chinese, at a cost for the trans 
portation alone of $858 73. The tern,* 
of these prisoners range from six months 
to two years and each prisoner on being 
discharged receives $25. 


The message discusses agriculture and 


irrigation, the investigation of the causes

It recommends a memorial to Congress

appropriation for the Stare Agricultural 
Society. 


It directs attention to the fact that 


surplus school funds remain in the Treas- 
ury drawing no interest, 


It recommends an appropriation o! 


$1,000 for tho service of Attorney and 
Land Agent for Nevada at Washington 


An appropriation of $3,000 is recom 


mended the amount to be expended under 
the direction of the Fish Commissioner 


Reference is made to the Surveyor Gen 


erai's report, which calls attention to the 
survey of the boundary line of Nevada 
and California, nnd the hope expresses 
that suitable provision will be made for 
the protection of the interests of the State 


The message is an inoffensive document 


and therefore is not so forcible aa it 
might be. If there is more than sufficient 
funds in the Treasury applicable to the 
payment of the Slate debt, why not cance 
the debt and save interest? 
If it is 


worth wriile to recommend the Logisla 
ture to memorialize Congress 
to favor 


the Nicaragua citnal, why not recom- 
mend the Legislature to memorialize 
Congress 
to pass a free coinage bill? 


Surely the remonetization of silver U of 
as much importance to Nevada as the 
building of a canal across the Isthmus 
which cannot be completed fur years 
Why not, at the risk of incurring tho dis- 
pleasure of a few officials, recommenc 
that deputies be dispensed with, where i 
can be done without detriment to the 
public service? It is conceded by those 
who ought to 
Know that the State 


Prison can be conducted fully as well as 
it is now without the aid of a Deputy 
Warden; why then should not that office 
be abolished t Nevada is as ably rapre 
senturl at Washington as any Stuta in the 
Union, then why is a special attorney 
inic^ss-iry at that place to attend to the 
interests of the State ? 


Nevada is in a condition which re 


quires the utmost economy and every 
office that is not absolutely necessary 
should bo abolished. 
While this is to 


bn regretted tha exigencies of the case 
demand it and it is the duty of the law 
making power of the Stafc'j to curtail ex 
penses as much as possible though it may 
incur the displeasure of individuals by 
doing LO .

Loutlou's Fatal Fogs. 


The fog that enshrouded the town 


from November, 1870, to the beginning 
of 1880 had serious results. The deaths 
from bronchitis increased to 831 per 
cent, above the average; those from 
whooping cough to 281 per cent. Dur- 
ing the fog of 1801-8 mortality increased 
almost as much. The particles prevent 
the perfect aeration of the blood. In- 
terfering with the interdiffuaion of 
gases in the lungs, they impede the oxi- 
dation of the carbon, and in weak or- 
ganisms they cause a loss of vital heat 
that frequently ends in death. The ef- 
fect of smoke fog on vegetables may be 
properly taken as an index of its effect 
on animals. 


Horticulturists in aud around London 


tell us that whenever the fog appears 
buds drop and many flowers are de- 
stroyed. Country horticulturists, on the 
other hand, say that the white fogs do 
not injure even conservatory plants. 
The fogs of 1890, 1891 aud 1892 were un- 
usually serious in their effects on flow- 
ers and foliage. During recent years 
the blight caused by London fog extend- 
ed to Maidstone, thirty miles away. It 
would seem, then, that the area of the 
smoke fog is sixty miles in diameter.— 
National Eeview,
